Last of Merrimac’s Crew 


Firms Dominate |WAIGH, WARD SOCENY

‘++ GRIZZLED OLD “CAPTAIN BILL” TO BE HONORED  :: 


Now Punches Time Clock 


VIRGINIA BEACH, Va., Jan. 13. 
(United News.)—Tidewater Virginia 
today prepared to pay a long-neglect- 
ed debt of honor to a tall, grizzled 
old powder monkey for whom his- 
tory’s timepiece stopped ticking after 
the Merrimac and the Monitor ex- 
changed grape shot and bomb shells 
when the Civil War was young. 

A Norfolk-Portsmouth Chamber of 
Commerce investigator has located 
“Captain Bill” Fentress, 85, in a 
gate guard house in Norfolk where 
for many years he has’ seen life 
through the haze of gunnery smoke 
which wafted over Hampton 
when the monstrosity Merrimac and 
the cheese box Monitor tried in vain 
to puncture iron’ sheathings with 
shells which bounced off each craft 
like footballs. 

Believed to have been established 
as the last surviving member of the 


Merrimac crew and with belated hon- 
ors close at hand, Captain Bill start- 


ed the hum drum rounds of a ware- 
house punch clock system with a 
feeling that things are “going on” aft- 
er all. 

“After a man sees the water drink 
a big dose of Yankee boats,” said 
Captain Bill, “things which happen 
thereafter sort of lack a kick.” 

The chain of life evepts since that 
epochal naval battle have been thin 
and meaningless to the old man who 
has outlived an original crew of about 
382 Confederate officers and men_who 
participated. But Norfolk buimess 
leaders today added zest to his life 
when they prepared to make him hon- 
or guest tomorrow at an elaborate 
luncheon at the Cavalier hotel here 
and discuss the possibility of applying 
for a pension for the old sailor from 
the state of Virginia. 

A new generation of young men 
who do not take their obligations to 
history's heroes lightly, will make 
Monday a gala day in the old man’s 
existence. He will Le accompanied 
by 25 of Norfolk's prettiest debu- 
tants, escorted into the dining room 
of the Cavalier, dined and honored by 
speakers and thereafter will play his 
first game of golf on the links which 
front the sea. 

Captain Bill told today how as a 


Roads} sota, which finally ran away from 


16-year-old powder boy he brought up 
loads of explosives which fired the 
shots that sank the federal gunboats 
Congress, Minnesota and Cumber- 
land, and evenly matched the furious 
eannonading of the Yankee Monitor. 

“We had already buried the 74-gun 
frigate Congress,’ said Captain Bill. 
“That was on a Saturday and we 
were engaging the Minnesota when the 
Monitor, as crazy a craft as ever 
floated in salt water, appeared before 
us coming on a bee line from Old 
Point Comfort. Commander Buchanan 
did not let up on shelling the Minne- 
our onslaught and grounded in the 
fright of things on the shoals 
Hampton bar near Newport News. 

“The Monitor kept on coming to- 
ward us and we were terribly ex- 
cited. Another federal gunboat, the 
Cumberland, was standing by not far 
away and we feared a double attack. 
The Cumberland was also a 74-gun 
frigate as I remember. and we sank 
her later by ramming her prow. That 
put us in the dry dock, but the Moni- 
tor had nothing to do with us going 
there. She fired her seven batteries 
full at us but the shells did no more 
than bounce off into the water. The 
Monitor was hard for us _ to hit. 
Swung so low in the water, she was 
as grotesque and invulnerable a thing 
as you ever saw, bobbing and down 
like an iron-sheathed devil fish, belly- 
ing her guns full at us.” 

Cap'n Bill, with tears in his eyes, 
told how he later watched the quar- 
termaster blow up the Merrimac as 
the crew stood ashore with heads 
bared. The Merrimac retired with 
only a few dents in her makeshift 
steel roof constructed from locomotive 
rails, said the survivor, but not before 
she had thrown bombshells enough 
into the Minnesota to blow her to 
pieces. Cap'n Bill was born in 1845 
in Norfolk and after the Civil War 
joined the state guards, later becom- 
ing a policeman on the local force, 
where he served for nine years.

Title to the warrants, which would | 
be issued by the treasury, would be, 
transferable, and if any were sold at | 
below par, the difference would be | 
deducted pro rata from the bounty to| 
be paid refiners. 

No mention of the bounty was 
made on the floor during the entire | 
five-hour session, Senator oda oagesd

Little Damage Done as Yet 
But Rains Are Con- 
tinuing. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Jan. 13.—())— 
Inundated lowlands and rising streams 
with continued rains over the upper 
water sheds and leaden skies elsewhere 
to back up predictions that the end is 
not in sight was the situation that 
faced the rain-drenched lower Missis- 
sippi valley tonight. 

River levees throughaut the valley 
were holding but in the bottom lands 
the water was spreading steadily over 
widening areas in half a dozen states. 
As a whole, however, damage has been 
comparatively small, lowland dwellers 
moving to higher ground in advance 
of the encroaching water. 

In the Memphis district—which 
includes the Mississippi river from 
New Madrid, Mo., to Helena. Ark., 
and adjacent’ tributaries—all the 
river dykes were reported in good 
shape with the exception of a stretch 
of embankment along Big Lake, west 
of Blytheville, Ark. A request for 
sand bags to bolster up the Big Lake 
levee was made to headquarters, here 
of the United States engineer corps. 
The needed supplies were sent today 
and a construction superviser ordered 
to the scene. 

No trouble was reported from any 
of the levees along the Mississippi. 

In southwestern Kentucky and 
western Tennessee below Reelfoot lake 
water is spreading over bottom lands 
of several counties. About 100 fami- 
lies were forced to quit their homes 
in the lowlands between Cairo and 
Hickman, Ky.. and below. Reelfoot 
lake 200 families have taken refuge 
on high ground. 

Residents of two Arkansas villages 
—Bay and Lunford—were forced 
from their homes by the  spread- 
ing out of the bay drainage ditch 
which was reported today three miles 
wide.

wording of a paragraph of the state 
constitution, whie provides that 
“all offenses” against the state shall 
go through the ancient common law 
routine, and that every offender shall 
have the right to “a speedy trial by 
an impartial jury’—should he insist 
upon it. 
oe 


The Proper Meaning of Crime? 

In the convention that framed the 
constitution of the United States it 
was first proposed that in all erimi- 
nal prosecutions under the United 
States the accused should have the 
right of triai by jury. But, on consid- 


eration, the language was unanimous- | 


ly changed to read: “The trial of all 
crimes, except in eases of impeach- 
ment, shall be by jury.” 

The word “crime” then had an an- 
definite and well understood 
meaning. It imported felonious char- 
acter, moral turpitude, and punish- 
ment by death or long term imprison- 
ment. It did not inelude those of- 
fenses which were merely mala pro- 
hibita, commonly known as misde- 
meanors, punishable by light fines 
and temporary local confinements in 
jails or on public works. 

A jury was the traditional 12 men 
of the vicinage impanneled to serve 
in a court of record.

Our System Is More Drastic. 


It will be noticed that our crimi- 
nal system is different and more dras- 
tic. Our ‘constitution says “all of- 
fenses” against the state, without 
making any distinction between chose 
that are felonies and those that are 
misdemeanors only. 

Therefore every person charged 
with the violation of a state law 
must be indicted or presented by a 
grand jury. Consequently, in most 
counties a person charged with <teal- 
ing an ear of corn out of a neighbor's 
crib may be held 5 months and 20 
days in the county jail before the 
next court convenes and a grand jury 
can indict him. And all that time the 


honest taxpayers of the county must 

pay his board to the sheriff and his 

medical treatment bills should he be 

come ill in jail.

Where Our Law Differentiates. 

We do have in Georgia both felon- 
ies and misdemeanors, but the differ- 
entiation is in the mode and extent 
of punishment. There is no differ- 
ence as to the right of trial by jury, 
or the need of a prior grand jury ac- 
cusation., 

What would signally aid the ad- 
ministration of criminal justice in the 
state would be an amendment of the 
constitution that would define and 
limit the category of felonies, assign 
lesser offenses as misdemeanors and

Where We Got Our Felonies. 

We have all too many felonies in 
our criminal code. There are scores 
of them that are properly only mis- 
demeanors.

As the business of the state im- 
proved, the railroad contractors, mine 
operators and brickyard owners need- 
ed more cheap labor and called for 
more convicts. 

Thereupon the legislature began to

The task of enforcing the criminal 
laws is not confined to a_ single 
Agency. Several must operate effi- 
ciently to produce good results.

First :

At present obvious defects exist in 
each of these agencies. 

Congestion in the courts deserves 
utmost consideration. In many dis- 
tricts the federal courts are unable 
to cope with the volume of business 
brought before them. 

Remedies. 

The most ingportant and construc- 
tive suggestion comes from the com- 
mission on Jaw observance and en- 
forcement in the form of a proposal 
to use the United States commission- 
ers for disposing of a large number 
of criminal cases, thus speeding up 
the work and relieving the 
judges of burdensome details. There 
are some constitutional questions, In- 
volved; but’ in my opinion these 
net present insurmountable difficul- 
ties. 

Some additional relief for congest- 
ed conditions will be afforded by pro- 
viding additional judges in a few dis- 
tricts already recommended by the 
conference of senjor circuit judges 
and by me. 

Delay in judicial operations through 
inadequate forces in’ the clerks and 
niarshals’ office may be taken care of 
hy additional appropriations, request 
fer which is already pending before 
CONLTESS. _ 

Agencies for detection of offenses, 

Since the passage of the national 
prohibition act, the attorneys who con- 
duet the prosecutions in court have 
been under the department of justice, 
while the federal agency for detecting 


offenses avainst the national prohibi- | 


tion act and preparing the evidence 
has been in the prohibition unit in 
the treasury department. There are 
no agencies in the department of jJus- 
tice authorized to perform the latter 
function. The closest co-operation 
must exist between officers charged 
with the detection of offenses and 
preparation of evidence on the one 


hand. and the United States attorneys |

Legal Difficulties and Proposed 

Remedies. 

When we come to the legal diffi- 
culties in enforcement, it is possible 
to speak with much more assurance 
as to what may be done at once by 
way of improvement. 

Pending study of the whole subject, 
there are certain features of federal 
enforcement of the law as it stands 
with .respect to which the testimony 
of jadges,, district attorneys and en- 
forcement officers is general and sub- 
stantially unanimous. If on no other 
grounds than to give the law a fair 
trial, there are obvious and uncontro- 
verted difficulties, abundantly point- 
ed out by experience, which may, and, 
as we think, should be met so as to 
make enforcement more eficctive. Sum- 
marily stated, these difficulties are 
‘due to {1) the division of enforce- 


iand the department of justice, (2) the 
‘disordered condition of federal legis- 
‘lation involved in enforcement, (3) 
the possibilities of evading or defeat- 
'ing injunction proceedings, commonly 
known as padlock injunctions, by 
‘means of transfers and concealments 
of persons interested in property 
used for manufacture and sale of illi- 
cit liquor, and (4) the congestion of 
petty prosecutions in the federal court, 
requiring great delays, interfering se- 
riously with general business and 
leading to wholesale disposition of ac- 
cumulated causes under circumstances 
impairing the dignity of and injur- 
ing respect for those tribunals. 

Without prejudice to any ultimate 
conclusions, we think that in the in- 
terest of promoting observance of and 
respect for law, the national prohibi- 
tion law may well be strengthened 
and its effectiveness increased in these 
important particulars. 

Transfer of Probing. 

(a) Transfer of investigation and 
preparation of cases to the department 
of justice. 

There is 
among those who have had to do with 
enforcement of prohibition that the 
whole task of enforcement through the 
courts, as distinguished from the 
granting of permits and administra- 
tion of regulations as to the legitimate 
use of alcohol or of liquors, should 
be concentrated in the department of 
justice. It is an anomaly that the 
cases are investigated ani prepared by 
agencies entirely disconnected with 
and not answerable to those which 
are to prosecute them. All experience 
of administration shows the impor- 
tance of concentration rather than dif- 
fusion of responsibility. If prosecu- 
tion, the legal side of enforcement is 
partitioned between two distinct 
agencies, the diffused, ill-defined, non- 
located responsibility is sure in the 
long run to be an obstacle to effi- 
ciency. No doubt in certain special 
situations, where technical knowledge 
of a special type is involved and where 
the number of prosecutions each year 
is very small, it is consistent with a 
high degree of efficiency to have these 
few cases investigated and prepared

But where the volume is so 
enormous and the circumstances are 
so varied as in liquor prosecutions, 
this is not expedient. To dispose of 
such a mass of cases satisfactorily 
there must be a_ well-organized co- 
ordination of investigation and prose- 
cution, which can only function effec- 
tively when under a single head, with 
responsibility definitely placed, so 
that there can be no falling down be- 
tween two distinct bureaus and no 
lapsing at either point into a per- 
functory routine. There must be care- 
ful study of how to separate the per- 
mit-granting work of the treasury de- 
partment, which belongs there, from 
the work of investigation and prosecu- 
tion, which should all be done in the 
department of justice. But the prin- 
ciple of transfer of the latter to the 
department of justice is, we think, 
clear. 

_(b) Codification of federal legisla- 
tion applicable to enforcement of pro- 
hibition. 


Enforcement of prohibition involves 
|resort to more than 25 statutes, en- 
acted at various times during 20 years, 
many of them much antedating the 
eighteenth amendment. As they stand, 
they are in form disconnected, unwield- 
ly, and in much need of co-ordination 
and adjustment to each other. It has 
been urged upon us, from many parts 
of the country, by those charged with 
administering them, and we find it 
true on examining them. that they 
are much in need of being put in order, 
revised, and simplified. We récom- 
mend that all federal legislation ap- 
plicable to the enforcement of prohibi- 
tion be revised and digested with a 
view of making it a unified whole in 
the form of a simpler better ordered 
and hence more workable code. In our 
judgment, this will make for much 
greater efficiency. As things are, it 
is Sometimes far from easy for. those 
charged with enforcement to find the 
ndvantage of the commercialized law- 
breaker who commands advice on 
points which, at the crisis of action. 
the enforcement officer may have to 
look up hurriedly for himself. We 
recommend a codification of the laws 
on this subject as an.importang step 


toward better enforcement. 


Padlock Injunctions, 
(c) Provisions for making #o-called 


padlock injunctions more effective. 


Long before the national prohibition 
act, it had been found that the juris- 
diction of courts of equity to abate 
nuisances could be made a most effec- 
tive way of dealing with many forms 
of vice. Nearly two generations ago 
this jurisdiction was applied to viola- 
tions of state liquor laws, and it was 
later applied with good results to vio- 
lations of laws against prostitution. 
The national prohibitions law took ad- 
vantage of this experience and provid- 
ed for injunctions in causes were prop- 
erty was habitually used in connection 
with violations of that law. These 
provisions are well conceived and are 
capable of doing much toward making 
the law effective in action. But means 
of evading them have been discovered 
in certain limitations of procedure 
growing out of the need of serving 
process upon the persons interested in 
the property. By conveying some small 
fraction of the title to a non-resident, 
or by resident owners, landlords, or 
tenants concealing themselves and 
evading the service of process, such 
proceedings are increasingly rendered 


nugatory. We are advised that open. 
persistent, and extensive violators of 
the law have been enabled to escape 
so-called padlocking of their, property 
in this way. 

We think this grave defect may be 
met by a simple clean adding 
to Section 22, Title Il of the na- 
tional prohibition law a provision

As things are, however, the conges- 
tion of prosecutions in the federal 
courts for minor infractions, caused 
by the necessity of proceeding by in- 
dictment in all cases, except for main- 
tenance of a nuisance or for unlawful 
possession, is a serious handicap to) 
dealing «vigorously with major infrac- | 
tions and makes handling of the minor | 
infractions perfunctory. It has done 
much to create a feeling in some lo- 
ealities that the law cannot be en- 
forced. In our opinion, the delays 
and opportunities for escape from 
punishment thus occasioned may be | 
and should be obviated. | 
Three methods to this end have been | 
suggested: First, to increase the num- | 
ber of federal judges; second, to create | 
inferior federal courts, or, as it has | 
been put, federal police courts, for | 
such cases: and, third, to utilize the. 
present machinery of the courts, meet- | 
ing the causes of delay and congestion | 
by a simpler procedure for petty 
cases. 
There are constitutional questions 
to be considered in connection with 
both the second and the third of these 
proposals. The first does not involve 
any constitutional difficulties. But 
it leaves the cumbersome procedure 
by indictment, wholly inappropriate 
to minor infractions, in full force and 
multiplies the apparatus designed for 
great cases in order to deal with small 
ones. The objections to this method 
are palpable, and it should not be 
adopted if the situation may be met 
in some other way. So with the see- 
ond. It involves some of the consti- 
tutional questions which must give 
us pause in connection with the third. 
But, what is more to be thought of, 
there are serious objections to multi- 
plying courts. If it is possible to deal 
with this matter adequately with the 
existing machinery of the federal sys- 
tem, it should be done.

Fifth Amendment. 

Under the fifth amendment, no one | 
shall be held to answer for a capital 
or other infamous crime unless on a 
presentment or indictment of a grand 
jury. As construed by the supreme 
court. “infamous crime” means one 
punishable by imprisonment in a peni- 
tentiary, or for more than one year, 
or for any period if at hard labor. 
Hence, where imprisonment is to he | 
in jail, is not to exceed six months, 
and is not to be at hard labor, the 
crime is not infamous. It is only 
where there is a possibility of impris- 
onment in the penitentiary, or for 
more than a year, or at hard labor, 
that an indict:nent is required. The 
Jones law has expressly recognized a 
class of “casual or slight violations.” 
A statute providing that in prosecu- 
tions under title II of the national 
prohibition law the district attorney 
may, in case of “casual or slight vio- 
lations.” prosecute by complaint or in- 
formation. and in such cases, when so 
présecuted. the penalty for each of- 
fense should be a fine not to exceed 
$500, or imprisonment in jail without 
hard labor. not to exceed six months.

(2) The present number of points 
of entry should be increased sufficient- 
ly to permit uninterrupted and un- 
hampered intercourse with our neigh-

(5) A unified border patrol should 
be created to patrol the border and 
prevent illegal entry. 

(4+) The unified border patrol should 
be a part of the coast guard. 

Changes Needed. 

A specific statutory prohibition of 
entry into the United States of either 
aliens or citizens, in any manner and 
with or without merchandise. except 
at designated points, is essential 4s a 
basis if the border patrol is to fune- 
tron efficiently, since it will give the 
patrol a plain and simple rule to en- 
force, and relieve them of any neces- 
sity of interpreting and applying the 
customs, immigration and other laws. 
Customs, immigration, quarantine 
and other officers will be stationed 
at the designated points of entry and 
the administration of the laws at 
these pionts should remain, of course.

_ The points of entry should be -des- 
ignated by the president, just as ports 
of entry are now designated. They 
should be established at the boun- 
dary intersection of all established 
and customary routes and wherever 
intercourse with our neighboring coupn- 
tries justifies. Flexibility is essential! in 
order to permit an increase in the 
points of entry conformably with the 
growth of commerce and travel, and 
in order to meet seasonal necessities 
and constantly changing conditions 
there should be a substantial increase, 
rather than a decrease, in the present 
number of customs and immigration 
Stations. 

It is believed that the proposed plan 
will promote materially the conven- 
lence of the traveling public, as well 
as relieve those traveling on inland 
highways from inspection.

The unified border patrol should be 
charged with the enforcement of the 
statutory prohibition—that is, it 
should be charged with the duty of 
guarding the border between the desig- 
nated points and preventing entry of 
all persons and merchandise, over the 
land and water boards, except at the 
points of entry specified, where the 
usual customs, immigration, quaran- 
tine and other officers will be sta- 
tioned, The proposed unified border 
patrol will replace the patrols now 
maintained by both the customs serv- 
ice and the immigration service on 
our Mexican and Canadian  boun- 
daries, and will cover the same terri- 
tory as those patrols, thus comple- 
menting the work of the coast guard 
on the maritime boundaries, eliminat- 
ing duplication of effort, concentrat- 
ing responsibility for the protection of 
all our borders, and bringing about a 
more effective co-ordination of the 
work, — 

Preliminary surveys have estab- 
lished the practicability of the plan. 
An actual physical examination of 
our entire border, however, will be 
necessary prior to the final designa- 
tion of points of entry or the closing 
of trails and untraveled foads.- The 
work must be done in. harmonious 
co-operation with our © neighboring 
countries, and their consent obtained 
as a matter of courtesy. It is be- 
lieved that at least six months will be 
required before the new border patrol 
can be organized and the preliminary 
work completed. 

The cost of maintaining the unified 
border patrol will exceed the present 
cost of maintaining our eustoms and 
immigration patrols, and additional 
immigration and customs stations will 
be required. Surveys upon which 
estimates of the increa costs can 
be based are under way and. should 
soon be completed. :

IN BANKRUPTCIES 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—())— 


' Amendment of the federal bankruptcy 
‘law to provide that a discharge in 
‘bankruptcy would not release the 
bankrupt from debts for payment of 
‘alimony, “due or to become due,” was 
proposed in a bill today by Repre- 
‘sentative Sears, republican, Nebraska. 

The measure also would provide 
that bankruptcy would not release the 
bankrupt from debts due as taxes, or 
liabilities for obtaining money under 
false pretenses, or for maintenance 
and support of a wife or child. 

“All debts contracted within four 
months prior to the filing of a 
bankruptcy petition would be con- 
strued, under the bill, to have been 
contracted with intent to defraud un- 
less otherwise proved by the bank- 
rupt,” Sears said.

Bobby Jones has held one of the major golf championships of the 
world every year since he first won the United States open in 19237, For 


seven years no one has been able to shake loose some form of coronet | 


from his ample brow. 

In these last seven years he has won nine major champion- 
ships—the United States amateur four time, the United States 
open three times and the British open twice. 

He starts 1930 wearing the crown of the United States open, which 


‘he won at Winged Foot last summer, and he has also picked 1930 for 


one of the most ambitious programs of his career. He will leave early 


this spring to take part in the Walker cup matches, the British amateur 
and the British open. 


He will return to defend hig: title in the United 
States open at Minneapolis, and later to make his bid for the United 


| States amateur at Merion. 


This means that the still-young Georgia attorney, who will be 
only 28 in March, will have a shot at four main targets before 
1930° slips into the fogs and mists. 

With four volleys before him, it is hardly likely that Jones will miss 
the entire flock. In fact, there is a good chance that he will bag at 
least two. 
amateur. 
Merion, for by this date he will be seasoned and at his best. 

Figured down to probabilities, Jones should win one of the 
two opens and one of the two amateurs. This is asking a lot 
from any golfer, even from a Bobby Jones. For he could still

There are any number of fine golfers with a long game that 
have both power and control, but they are unable to follow up a 
long, straight drive and a winning iron shot with the putting 
touch that gets the ball into the cup. 
Jones and Hagen have been the best of the lot at this art since Travis

Other Qualities. 


In addition to the fundamentals and a winning touch around the. 


greens, Bobby Jones happens to have two of the most useful of all golf 
qualities, determination and concentration. When you add relaxation to 


‘this group. you have the Big Three of golf's mental side, which is the 


major side. 

Jones has always had a battle on his hands against tension, 
which happens to be the opposite of relaxation. But there has 
never been any question concerning his ability along the lines 
of determination and concentration. He isn’t easily discouraged, 
and he can keep his mind on the main work at hand. 

In the two open championships he will have such stars to face as 
Horton Smith, Hagen, Mac Smith, Armour, Farrell, Sarazen, Diegel and 
many others of high rank. Yet he has an even chance to bag one of these 
two medal play crowns—with an even chance to win either the British 
amateur or the British open. 

He usually has been good for one title, with two targets to 
shoot at, so he should certainly be good for one or possibly two 
titles, with four volleys to fire. 

As this may be the last foreign invasion he will face in some time,

HYDE TO FIGHT 
FOR MORE MONEY. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—(P)— 
Presaging a bitter contest in congress 
over the proposed $15,000,000 Florida 
fruit fly eradication program, Secre- 
tary Hyde prepared today to carry his 
contentions for the sum before the 
house appropriations committee whose 
chairman—Wood, of Indiana—has an- 
nounced his opposition to the pro 
posal, 

Consideration of the appropriation 
will come before that committee in 
about three weeks when it takes up 
the deficiency bill. 

Wood has pronounced the fruit fly 
a “bugaboo” and said his own investi- 
gators in Florida had been unable to 
find it. He added that it was “im- 
possible to eradicate what already had 
been eradicated.” 

Secretary Hyde said the seriousness 
of the fruit fly menace could not be 
denied. Department of agriculture 
representatives, just returned from 
Florida, urged continuance of the 
eradication program and the secretary 
said he had no intention of chang- 
ing his position. Members of the 
Florida delegation in congress were 
prepared to campaign for the eradi- 
cation program. 

Expert Judgment. 

“The department has relied on the 
judgment of experts,” said Hyde. 
“When the fruit fly was discovered 
last April, it was a very serious in- 
festation. Entomologists agreed in 
identifying the pest as the Mediter- 
entomologists, appointed by the de- 
partment, visited Florida and reported 
back that the eradication program was 
essential. Later, in co-operation with 
Chairman Weod, of the appropriations
